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GREETINGS 


Like every other business we in the gladiolus in- 
dustry are carrying on under difficulties. Due to scarcity 
of help of all kinds some growers have gone out of busi- 
ness and practically everyone has had to cut down on 
acreage. This has made the supply of bulbs far below 
normal. T'hen due to more money being in circulation 
and especially to the high prices that blooms brought 
this past season the demand 1s far greater than ever before 
especially with the wholesale cut flower growers. Mil- 
lions more bulbs could be sold than are available. [have 
turned down many very large orders but have kept a 
certain amount for my regular customers. Many kinds 
will be sold out before spring. 

Due to the high price of blooms in the market I shall 
have to discontinue many varieties good for the home 
garden and concentrate more on the commercial kinds 
which sell well as cut flowers. So next season even if 
I do publish a catalogue you will find many of your 
old favorites missing. Better anticipate your wants this 


season and order early.

How to Select Varieties 


Many people write me for recommendations of varieties. I can’t do any bet- 
ter than refer you to my catalogue descriptions. Many people seem to think that I 
write these descriptions just to sell bulbs or to pass off the time. But in the space 
at my disposal I try to make them as accurate as possible. I can’t tell you what 
kinds you will like as the only way to find that out is to try them yourself. Just 
go by the descriptions and star ratings and note whether they are large or small 
or many blooms open or only a few, etc. I think from this you can decide if they 
are what you want to try. I have many times been misled by recommendations by 
growers who ought to know better. The only way I can tell if a variety is good is 
to try it and that also applies to my customers. 


TO HELP YOU 


TO SELECT VARIETIES I am giving you my personal opinion on certain 
points that characterize some of the leading kinds. I might say that these vari- 
eties might not act the same in your garden as most varieties will vary more or 
less according to growing conditions. But the following notes will help to guide you.

However the ones for you to select are the ones that you like whether they are 
beautiful or not. Below I am naming a few varieties which by the best standards 
would be called beautiful but I can’t guarantee that you will like them.

Most Useful in Hybridizing = tybridizing is one of the most fas- 
cinating things about growing glads. When you cross two varieties every seed will 
be different and will produce a bloom different from anything else in existence. 
Of course all of the seedlings produced will not be good but many of them will 
please you and you run a chance of getting something really good. No one can 
tell you what varieties to cross but below are the names of a few kinds that have 
produced good seedlings. Of course there are many more besides these that you 
might get a world beater from. 

Algonquin, Beacon, Corona, Elizabeth the Queen, Glamis, King Lear, Maid 
of Orleans, Minuet, Picardy, Regent. 


Don’t Condemn a Variety By a One-Year Trial 


For various reasons, some of which I don’t know, some varieties seem to need 
to be acclimated and do better the second than the first year. Bulbs of the same 
variety vary a good deal and don’t all produce just the same. Some good looking 
bulbs produce poor spikes and some poor looking ones will produce good ones. 
Different soil, fertilizer and other conditions affect them in different ways so that 
even though a variety may be good and the particular bulbs that you get may be 
all right yet the spikes you get may not be just what they should be. So if the 
results of your planting are not quite all that you have been hoping for don’t con- 
demn the variety but try the bulbs again the next year. You may be pleasantly 
surprised. : 
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My Rating by Stars 


3% %& %& % ~ means the variety is ‘“‘extra good,” or as good as there is in its color. 
*& *& *& 4% means “‘very good.” 
*& %& %& ~=means “good.” ; 

I try to make my descriptions and star ratings as accurate as possible and I 
can’t give you any better advice about the various varieties than as stated in my 
descriptions and ratings. Many people think these descriptions are just origin- 
ators’ stock descriptions such as some seed houses use and don’t rely on them. 
For instance in my last year’s catalogue I stated that Algonquin was a good com- 
mercial and just today someone writes in and asks what I think of it as a commer- 
cial. I haven’t time to write an individual letter to every customer telling what I 
think of the various varieties. That is why I give them the star ratings. ts 

These ratings will often vary from year to year according to how the varieties 
perform. Sometimes I have to drop them )% star and then again I raise them. 
Each year’s rating gives my most mature judgment about the variety. I know that 
a variety may do better in some places than in others so I can’t guarantee Just 
how the various varieties will perform for you. Occasionally someone doesn’t like 
a high rated variety at all and again people tell me that my ratings are too low. 
The Canadian Gladiolus Society conducts a variety symposium every year in 
which growers rate the varieties A B and C, and D for discard. Most every variety 
has some votes in each rating. 

I used to list some varieties that rated only about 2 and 2) stars. I have dis- 
continued these as unless a variety is worth at least 3 stars, I don’t consider it 
good enough to sell. The rating of a variety changes some from year to year accord- 
ing to how they perform. As stated in another place glads will often perform dif- 
ferently under different conditions and in different localities so that these ratings 
may not correspond with yours. If a variety doesn’t come up to your expectations, 
give it another trial and perhaps it will rate better another year. Many people 
write me that my ratings are very accurate. Some varieties may do better with you 
than they do here. In fact I know some varieties that do not do so well here as 
they do most everywhere else. 


Culture of Gladiolus 


The culture of gladiolus is very simple. They will grow in most any kind of 
soil or in any climate where there are 70 to 80 days of growing weather. We sell 
them in many countries from Alaska to South Africa. The main requirements are: 
Full sun all day. 

Plenty of moisture. 

Good drainage. 

Serene if there is any possibility of there being thrips in the neighbor- 

ood. 

Some fertility in the soil. They will do well if there is very little fertility 
provided they have plenty of water, but they will do much better 
if thev have some fertilizer. ; 

A six (6) page circular on culture goes with every order of bulbs. If you wish 
this circular before your order is sent drop me a line. 
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Soil and Fertilizer Requirements 


Glads will grow in most any kind of soil from the hardest clay to the lightest 
sand but like other crops if the soil is hard they need frequent cultivation and if 
tne soil is dry they need water. Any well mixed fertilizer is all right to use but 
don’t overdo it. I would prefer irrigation to too much fertilizer. At the N. E. G. 
S. Show at Boston last summer I received a Cultural Certificate for my exhibit 
and many people spoke to me and wrote me about the wonderful culture the glads 
had had. The fact was that they had had no special culture at all. They were grown 
on very poor sand and with only a fair amount of fertilizer and a couple of hoe- 
ings. But we did have a lot of rain which was responsible for the good growth and 
the condition of the blooms. 
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Guarantee 


I guarantee to do my utmost to please my customers. We mean to send out 
only clean bulbs, free from disease and insects. Any claims or complaints in regard 
to bulbs should be sent-soon after receiving the bulbs. 

Of course if any bulbs are not true to name you can not make claims for that 
until after blooming. If anything goes wrong we always try to make a satisfactory 
settlement with the customer. This is the only way that anyone can hope to build 
up a business. © i 

However we do not guarantee in any way the bulbs you harvest as unsatis- 
factory growing conditions or disease in the soil are beyond our control and we 
cannot be responsible for the crop you harvest except that if bulbs should not be 
true to name we will be glad to replace them or make a satisfactory settlement but 
not exceeding the purchase price of the bulbs. ~ 


We Do Not Guarantee Bulblets To Grow 


Bulblets of most varieties will grow easily but not all bulblets of any variety 
will grow. Some bulblets are harder to germinate than others. If you keep the 
bulblets warm for a month or so or put them in the sun for a few hours before 
planting it will help to germinate them. As I said above every bulblet will not 
grow anyway and there are so many conditions which can affect them that we do 
not guarantee them to grow. But you can safely expect a large percentage to ger- 
minate. 


Change of Address 


When moving or changing your address, if you wish to remain on our mailing 
list, just notify us of the change, giving both your old and your new addresses. Even 
though you notify your Post Office of your change of address, they will not forward 
catalogs. Every year we have hundreds of catalogs returned that were addressed 
to people that have moved and didn’t notify us. 


Do Gladiolus Change Color? No. 


I am asked this hundreds of times every year. I want to say positively “they 
do not” except for the occasional sport. What happens when you start in with an 
assortment of colors and they finally simmer down to one or two shades is this: 
some varieties are strong and vigorous and propagate well even sometimes the 
bulblets blooming, while others are inclined to be weak and acquire disease and 
die. Don’t let anyone tell you that their glads have changed color because they 
positively cannot except once in a great while an individual plant will sport to 
another shade. 


Pure Vermont Maple Syrup 

If you have never eaten the pure high grade filtered Vermont syrup you don't 
know what you have missed. The dark blended syrups sold throughout the coun- 
try as maple syrup are usually only faintly related to the pure article. I handle 
only the very best fancy grade to be had and guarantee it in every way. 

This past season the demand for syrup has been many times what it ever was 
before so that all fancy maple syrup was sold out early in the season. There will 
be no more till the new crop comes in in April. I don’t know what the price will 
be. If interested drop me a line and after the crop comes in I can tell you what the 
price is. 


A Classic 


The following paragraph describing the various stages of gladiolus growing has 
attracted so much attention and been quoted so many times that I am repeating 
it again: 

“There is a fascination about growing glads that becomes a hobby, then a 
craze. There are five stages of interest in growing “glads.”’ First you just grow them 
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as an amateur, Same as you would any other flower. Then as your interest in them 
increases you become a “fan,” than a “bug,” than a “‘nut,”’ then finally a “‘fiend.” 
When you reach this final stage you are hopeless. You think of “‘glads” all day, 
dream of them at night, spend every available minute of your time in the garden, 
talk of them, visit the shows, read all the catalogs and spend all your money on 
them. You will look lovingly at the last flower in the fall, ail handle over your bulbs 
in the wintertime and will hardly be able to wait till you can lovingly plant the 
bulbs in the spring. From then till the first bloom appears is a period of happy 
anticipation. When finally the spikes of bloom begin to appear you are in heaven.” 

In which class are you? I have been in the last class for years. 

Have just heard of a still further stage of gladiolus interest. A man writes me 
that he is not a “‘fiend”’ but a “‘damn fool.”’ I think that must be about the last stage. 


CLASSIFICATION 


Classification of Gladiolus is rather a mess. The different gladiolus societies 
use different methods of classification. There is no one method that is universally 
used, though the following is one that several societies are using, and I think will be 
used more extensively in the future. If this method would become universal, it 
would be much better for all concerned. By this method glads are divided into 2 
types and 3 sizes of each type, as follows: | 


Formal or Exhibition 


LARGE 

In this classification blooms are arranged in 2 more or less formal or regular 
rows, the blooms being more or less paired, and usually there are more blooms 
open than in the decorative type. Blooms are 434 inches across or larger. 


MEDIUM 
In this the type is the same, but the blooms are between 344 and 434 inches 
across. 


SMALL 
In this blooms are less than 3% inches across. There are only a very few varie- 
ties in this latter class. 


Informal or Decorative 


LARGE 

In this class the blooms are arranged in more or less an informal or irregular 
placement, and usually but not always have less blooms open than in the formal 
or exhibition type. The blooms are 434 inches or more across. 


MEDIUM 
Same as the above except that the blooms are between 314 and 434 inches in 
diameter. 


SMALL 

Same as above except that blooms are less than 3}4 inches across. 

In my descriptions this year, I am using the above classification method and 
marking each variety as Large, Medium or Small Decorative, or Formal. It is 
difficult to definitely place some varieties in a certain classification as different 
culture will often make a lot of difference in the size of blooms, so I can not guar- 
antee that each variety in my catalog has been put in the proper class, but I have 
done the best I could. Also varieties at different times will make different types of 
spike than they do at other times. About all we can do is to figure on what the 
variety naturally does in the majority of cases under ordinary good cultivation.

SIZES OF 
BULBS 


These cuts show the 
average Standard sizes 
of bulbs. When No. 1 
run much larger than 
the cut they are called 
Jumbos. Some growers 

refer Jumbos for ex- 

ibition and I can fur- 
nish them in some 
varieties for 10% more 
than listed prices. Per- 
sonally I don’t think 
size alone will produce 
better flowers than No. 
2 or No. 3. Age of bulbs and other fac- 
tors have something to do with it, tho 
theoretically No. 1 and No. 2 should 
produce better blooms than medium 
size. However, you will be pleasantly 
surprised at the bloom you will get 
from the medium sizes and even from 
small ones. 

People who are not familiar with 
glads often think they have to have 
large overgrown bulbs such as the 
chain stores sell. The fact is that many 
times the chain store bulbs are old and 
yas el pee ne and so BANE sees 

sold by commercial growers who prefer 
MEDIUM younger tho smaller bulbs. 

Small bulbs will most all bloom 
satisfactorily and will make nice large bulbs for 
the next year and will usually produce more bulb- 
lets than larger bulbs. 

No. 3 or No. 4 or MeEpium bulbs will produce 
very satisfactory bloom and are preferred by 
many commercial growers as the price is muc 
lower and the blooms from large bulbs often not 
enough better to warrant the extra price.

_ SMALL of the newer kinds I put in the largest I have but 
some varieties never make large bulblets. Size hasn’t anything to do with germinat- 
bine Uae tho it happens that in most varieties that ‘produce large bulblets the 
bulblets make large growth. However, if a variety produces only medium or small 
bulblets we cannot furnish large ones. Some varieties will produce some bulblets 
even larger than the one on the left below. 


In my retail price list the bulbs are listed as Large, Medium and Small, not as 
No. 1, 2 and 3. Some people make this mistake when ordering, calling the medium size 
in the second column No. 2 and the third column No. 3. 
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The Palmer Strain of Gladiolus 


The Palmer strain has been on the market so long 

and is so familiar to most everyone that it is unneces- 
sary to say much about it. This strain is noted for es- 
pecial BEAUTY in all that this quality implies. Many 
of the varieties are so exquisitely beautiful that they 
have given a new meaning to the word beauty as ap- 
plied to the gladiolus. Also most of the varieties are 
very vigorous and good propagators. This strain com- 
prises about every color known to glads with many 
variations of color and form never seen before. Picardy, 
the number one variety of all time and one of the first 
of the Palmer varieties to be introduced, has practically 
made the Florida gladiolus industry and has had greater 
influence on glads in general than any other variety 
ever produced. There are many other fine varieties in 
this strain including Beacon, Barcarole, Aladdin,Co- 
rona, Glamis, Burma and others that are really in a 
class by themselves. 
Every year we introduce about five new varieties 
and I think the five we are putting out this year are fully as good as any we have 
ever introduced in any one year. Though many other hybridizers are getting good 
seedlings I consider Mr. Palmer the premier gladiolus hybridizer of the world. 
A PALMER VARIETY IS A GOOD VARIETY.

If you don’t receive an acknowledgement within a few 
days or in the spring within ten days or so drop us a line. This invoice is the only invoice we send 
out except a copy which goes with the order. Keep these invoices for future reference. 


EXTRAS ON CASH ORDERS. On cash orders of $3.00 to $5.00 you can select 10% extra 
in bulbs of your own choosing. From $5.00 to $25.00 select 15%; $25.00 to $50.00 select 20% 
and above $50.00 select 95%. These Discounts do not Apply to Collections, Special Offers or 
Wholesale prices or New Introductions, or those marked ‘No Discount."

Please do not ask us to change collections or special sets The collections are made up as they 
are for definite reasons and we cannot change them. Any of these collections or specials are very

Do not split quantities as listed. Where a variety is listed at 2 for 25 cents or 4 for 25 cents do 
not order 1 or 2 at a lower price. There is no profit in any items of less than twenty cents and very 
little at that price. No single item accepted for less than twenty-five cents except as noted in price 
list. 


CERTAIN VARIETIES because of their being new introductions of this year or because | 
am simply listing them for another grower or for some other reason | have marked ‘‘no discount.” 
We do not give any discount whatever on introductions of the current year and there are no dis- 
counts on patented varieties and a few others. These are marked in the price list. 

The varieties marked ‘tno discount’ cannot be used as extras as either they are very limited in 
quantity or | am listing them for other growers at a nominal commission.

At these prices all bulbs, except the wholesale offers and growers’ collections, are prepaid 
anywhere in the United States or Canada. 


REMEMBER in buying bulbs, price is not everything. In fact sometimes the price is a minor item. 
Consider the quality, count, the reliability of the grower, etc. | always mean to put in enough extra 
count or over size to make up for any lower price that other good reliable growers might make. 
Just leave it to me. 


IF YOU WANT TO PAY TRANSPORTATION and get extra count on your order just 
mention it and | will send your order collect for postage or express and will see that you are more 
than satisfied. Just mention whether you want extra count on your order or extras in other kinds and 
what kinds. If you want wholesale orders sent by mail it is better to let us send them C.O.D. for the 
postage, then we know the postage is correct. People who send stamps or cash for the postage sel- 
dom send enough. 


On wholesale orders do not ask us to prepay the carrying charges and take out enough 
bulbs to offset the express or parcel-post. This disrupts the whole office routine and makes 


us a lot of extra work. On wholesale orders which are not prepaid let us send them C.O.D.

~ €.0.D. ORDERS—Please do not ask us to send an order C.O.D. without your making a de- 
posit on it. IF it is a small order we shall have to ask for a deposit of at least a dollar. Larger C.O.D. 
orders should be accompanied by 25% of the value. We cannot send out any more C.O.D. orders 
without at least some deposit. 


EXTRAS. It is the practice of most growers to give extras on orders. | always put in some 
myself. So it will help me if you will mention whether you want extras of the same varieties that 
you order or in other kinds. And if you have a preference it will help me still more if you can name 
the varieties in which you want your extras and if you want large, medium or small bulbs or bulblets. 
Just give us a list of varieties from which to select your extras. We will put in what we think the 
order rates. 


PLEASE give me a list from which to select your extras. Extras are given for orders from the 
retail list—not from the wholesale though | usually put in something new to try anyw zy. 


PREMIUM BULBS. | usually give a bulb of some new introduction free with a $15.00 cash 
order and also a $30.00 order or more. This year these are to be orders only from my retail list 
and not from the wholesale. At present | am not sure just what varieties | shall use as premium 
bulbs but shall have something nice, probably Lantana for a $15.00 order.

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SPECIAL QUOTATIONS. Don’t ask us for special quotations on anything this year. There is 
going to be a tremendous demand for bulbs and a great shortage, especially of large sizes. The 
large commercial growers have picked up large quantities of bulbs for cut flower growing and this 
year it will be a case of getting the bulbs at any price. 


WHEN CORRESPONDING ABOUT A PREVIOUS ORDER, PLEASE GIVE ORDER 
NUMBER. IT SAVES US A LOT OF TIME. 


F.O.B. ITEMS. When an order contains both F.O.B. items and retail items unless you give 
instructions to the contrary we ship them all together in one package F.O.B. but put in extra count 
and enough extras to more than offset the carrying charges on the retail items. If the order is large 
and you want the two different classes shipped separate we can do that if you ask us to, but many 
orders contain both retail and wholesale items and it is usually simpler to send them all together. 


ORDER EARLY. Though we still have a lot of bulbs and a fine selection we are bound to get 
sold out of some kinds later, and these are always the kinds that people want. So to be sure of 
getting the varieties that you have been planning on getting, send in your orders as soon as possible. 


AIR MAIL. If living at a distance use air mail if you are in a hurry. We will get the order so 
much sooner and will often save days in time. Do not send letters by special delivery. We get 
regular mail quicker. 


RUSH ORDERS. We always do our best to get out rush orders as soon as possible but this 
year it is going to be more difficult because of labor shortage. So don’t get too impatient if you 
don’t receive your order quite so soon as you want it. We shall do our best to get out all orders 
right on tick. 

If you are unknown to us and want a rush order be sure to send a certified check or money 
order along with the order of bulbs. We got caught one too many times by a rush order accom- 
panied by a rubber check. 


CREDIT. Please don’t ask us for credit. Due to labor shortage and other causes we have had 
to discontinue all credit business except with a few old customers who have had credit with us 
for years. This year we have got to do business with the least amount of office work possible. 


CORRESPONDENCE. Though we want to help everyone we can with information about : 
growing glads we have to keep our correspondence down as low as possible, due to shortage of 
office help. We send out an instruction sheet which answers almost every question about growing 
glads and also we give information about varieties and other things in the catalogue yet every 
year we receive hundreds of letters asking questions that are already answered in either the 
catalogue or instruction sheet. Please help us to carry on in these difficult war times. 


BULBS FOR CANADA | 
There is an embargo on bulbs to Canada except | understand that you can import orders of 
$5.00 worth or less. You have to send to the Destructive Insect and Pest Act Advisory Board of 
Ottawa, Canada for a permit. In sending remittance do not send a bank money order.

NOTICE 


This past fall my sales have been very much larger than ever before. The fact is there is a tre- 
mendous demand for bulbs and probably not one-quarter enough bulbs in the country to supply, the 
demand. | have had to turn down orders for many thousands of dollars worth especially of the com- 
mercial varieties. Due to this condition and the extreme scarcity of labor | have been obliged to 
readjust my prices. My old customers will notice that | have had to raise my minimum single items to 
20 cents and 25 cents in most cases and my minimum order to $2.00. Doing this | have had to raise 
the prices of many of the cheaper varieties and have had to raise a few at wholesale. Also have 
raised the prices of my No. 1 and 2 collections. With large bulbs selling at $3.50 to $4.00 per 
hundred and over, at wholesale | could no longer continue to sell my No. 1 collection at $3.00 per 
hundred prepaid. Hope my old customers will understand how things are. But it is really just in 
line with everything else, a scarcity of goods and big demand which always raises prices. 


About the size of minimum items and minimum orders | doubt if | shall ever go back to the old 
price as there never was any profit in handling 10 cent and 15 cent items. Perhaps | can't handle 
these orders as cheaply as some but we have at least six operations for each single item on an order 
and at the price of labor now these can't very well be handled for less than 20 cents or 25 cents. 


As you will see | have had to discontinue my Grower's Collection which has been so popular 
for a number of years. But | am so short of some of the most popular varieties in these collections 
and with other kinds liable to run out soon and the co!lection being priced much too low in my 
fall list anyway | simply had to discontinue it. 


There are many varieties very popular for the garden but which because of their color are not so 
good for the commercial cut flower trade. These are smokies, dark colors and also many of the pinks 
and lighter shades. As there is such a great demand for cut flowers at high prices the blooms are 
worth a lot more than the bulbs so this coming year | shall have to grow more of the really good cut 
flower sorts and either discontinue entirely or cut down on the kinds which are not so good for the 
florists. So another season you will probably see some of your favorites discontinued or else because 
of the small quantity | shall have they will be sold out early in the season. In view of the above | 
would suggest that you order all you can this year so as not to be disappointed another season if 
you aren't able to get the kinds you want

It has done lots of damage around the country but it is something 
that can be easily avoided simply by carefully disinfecting the bulbs and spraying 
afterwards. This is fully explained in my growing instruction sheet which goes 
with every order. WHEN YOUR PLANTS GROW NORMALLY BUT THE 
BUDS TURN BROWNISH AND DRY UP AND THE BLOOMS DON’T 
OPEN PROPERLY YOU MAY KNOW THE TROUBLE IS THRIPS.
